Glancing  up  at  the  colorful  Christmc.s  scenes  in  the  nindov^s 
at  1951  TTest  Madison  street,  the  observer  night  ha.ve  the  fleeting  impression  tha^t 
he  v:as  passing  a  cathedral. 

He  v;ould  be  seeing,  hovjever,  not  s.   panel  of  costly  stained 
glass  ?;indL0vfs  but  a  simulation  made  of  colored  poster  paper. 

The  v-indovfs  \;eve   designed  and  prepared  hj   art  students  at  the 
"■'est  cainpus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Techaiology  under  the  direction  of  r;Iiss  Ruth 
Severud.  The  panel  effectively  imitates  stained  glass,  yet  the  entire  project 
"-as  carried  out  simply  v-ith  colored  paper,  rasor  blades,  scotch  tape,  linseed  oil, 
and  turpentine,  and  vras  put  together  like  a  jig-sav:  puzsle. 

Six  v.rindows,  each  8  feet  high  and  32  feet  v.'id.e,  have  been 
thus  decorated.  They  are  divided  into  tv/o  units  of  tliree. 

A  madonna  and  child  form  the  central  motif  of  one  unit,  v-iiich 
bears  the  simple  message,  "Pea.ce."  This  is  surrounded  by  a.ngelic  figures,  rrise 
men  on  camels,  and  scenes  of  Jerusalem. 

The  other  unit,  inscribed.  "Joy  to  All,"  centers  around  the 
infant  Christ,  vith  joyful  children  adjniring  him  and  playing  happy  tunes  on  pipes.'

T\>.'enty  girls  combined  their  efforts  in  producing  the  r/indov/s. 
Tae   design  was  V'.'orked  out  from  their  suggestions,  and  the  layout  of  the  pieces 
planned  together.   Each  girl  \is.s   responsible  for  making  a  certain  number  of  the 
smaller  sections,  using  a  stencil  method  and  cutting  the  colored  paper  with  razor 
blades  to  fit  into  the  larger  design.   Tlie  parts  v;ere  later  fastened  together  with 
scotch  tape  in  their  proper  places  against  the  v/indov^s. 

The  transparent  effect  and  the  deep  said  rich  coloring  v.-rlch 
make  the  vrindows  luminous  even  in  cloudy  v.'oather  are  due  to  the  use  of  linseed 
oil  and  turpentine,  a  technique  v/orksd  out  by  Miss  Scvsrud.  Rubbing  this  mi^cture 
over  the  surface  softens  the  paper  to  give  the  desired,  effect  so  that  the  v;indov7S 
have  a  similar  a.ppearance  on  both  sides. 

In  carrying  out  the  project  tjie  students  have  not  only  pro- 
duced an  unusual  Christmas  decoration  for  the  school  but  they  have  learned  much 
about  the  process  of  making  real  stained  glass.  They  studied  each  procedure  in 
the  construction  of  tlie  authentic  glass  and  used  processes  corresponding  as  nearly 
as  possible  to  these. 

Miss  Severud  has  been  gre.;.tly  interested  in  stained  glass  since 
she  rent  abroad  several  years  ago  and  sai;  some  of  the  most  famous  cathedrals  of 
Surope.  Since  that  time  she  has  i.iade  a  special  study  of  this  field  and  has  ex- 
perimented extensively  v;ith  the  most  effective  methods  for  making  the  simulated 
vindo-vvs.

HOUSING 


CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  Healthful  housing  is  possible  even  idt   den- 
sities as  great  as  those  found  in  the  congested  slum  areas  of  many  United  States 
cities,  Ludv;ig  Hilberseimer,  professor  of  city  planning  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  asserts  in  his  recently  published  book,  "The  New  City." 

Density  itself,  unless  extreme,  is  not  responsible  for  un- 
hygienic housing  conditions,  he  says.   If  proper  planning  is  done  c/hen  new  homes 
are  built,  health  needs  can  be  safeguarded  in  areas  with  as  many  as  75,000  per- 
sons per  square  mile. 

"It  is  by  no  means  implied  tha.t  such  density  is  necessary  or 
desirable,  "Mr.  Hilberseimer  declares. 

Nor  does  he  imply  that  housing  units  planned  for  single 
families  might  safely  hold  larger  numbers.  His  concern  is  Vvlth  the  proper  plann- 
ing and  location  of  housing  at  the  time  it  is  built  to  insure  adequate  sunlight 
and  space  between  buildings. 

To  meet  these  minimum  health  needs  even  at  high  densities, 
Mr.  Hilberseimer  recommends  the  use  of  L-shaped  houses  and  the  alternation  of 
apartment  buildings  vvdth  one-family,  one-story  houses. 
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FIRST  ADD  HOUSING 

The  buildings  must  be  properly  oriented  to  receive  the 
greatest  benefits  froin  sunlight,  the  author  points  out.  He  suggests  further 
^  that  the  long,  deep  lots  found  in  most  cities  should  be  replaced  with  square  or 
nearly  square  lots.  By  utilizing  space  that  is  novif  wasted  at  the  back  of  the 

r  lot,  this  vrauld  allow  more  space  between  buildings  and  consequently  more  sunlight. 

i 

'  Unsuitable  division  of  land  into  deep  lots  has  a  bad 

;'  effect  on  the  health  of  the  residents  even  in  areas  of  low  population  density,  Mr, 

Hilberseimer  observes. 

The  apartment  house  is  in  disfavor  today,  for  most  such 
houses  represent  only  the  negative  aspects  of  this  type  of  dwelling,  he  says. 
"The  apartment  house  could,  however,  be  the  ideal  home  for  single  persons  and 
childless  couples  because  it  offers  certain  communal  facilities  impossible  in 
other  kinds  of  dv/elling,"  the  author  contends. 

"It  can  be  free-standing  so  that  those  who  live  in  it  may 
enjoy  the  benefits  of  sunlight  and  fresh  air.   Though  the  apartment  dweller  ha.s 
no  garden,  he  can  have  a  view  over  gardens." 

Discussing  the  proper  location  of  houses  in  relation  to 
sunlight,  Mr,  Hilberseimer  says  that  a  south  orientation  offers  a  room  the  most  "^ 
advantages* , for  the  sunlight  penetrates  here  most  deeply  in  winter,  v;hen  it  is 
needed,  most.  He  notes,  however,  that  "southwest  and  southeast  orientations  are 
to  be  preferred  to  due  south  orientation  v/hen  they  are  combined  in  a  single 
!  dwelling  unit,  so  that  the  bedroom  receives  sunshine  from  the  southeast  and  the

Armour  has  also  licensed 
Scott  to  manufacture  recorders  which  can  be  used  in  connection  with  existing  home 
radios  to  convert  them  into  radio-recordor  phonograph  combinations. 

J.  P.  Seeburg  Corporation,  one  of  the  largest  manufacturers 
of  coin  operated  automatic  phonographs,  are  licensed  to  incorporate  wire  record- 
ers in  these  machines,  and  also  to  manufacture  portable  home  phonographs  as  well 
as  magnetic  recorder  adaptors  for  hone  radio  sets. 

With  certain  limitations,  Seeburg  has  been  granted  special 
permission  to  make  recordings  for  playback  in  machines  of  their  manufacture. 

The  license  granted  to  Bcosey  and  Hawkes,  Ltd.  is  one  of 
the  first  that  Armour  has  issuecl  to  a  foreign  manufacturer.  This  concern  is 
I   rated  as  one  of  the  vrarld's  foremcst  music  publishers  and  musical  instrument 
'  manufrtctucers,  and  ovms  copyrights  on  many  of  the  finest  musical  compositions. 

Negotiations  were  completed  v;hen  Mr.  Ralph  Hawkes  and  Mr.  Philip  T.  Hobsoh, 
|,  Chief  Engineer  for  Boosey  and  Hawkes,  recently  cajne  to  Chicago  for  this  purpose. 
Until  post-Y;ar  production  is  resumed,  Boosey  and  Hawkes  will  manufacture  Armour 
recorders  for  the  British  armed  forces. 

Lewyt  Corporation,  highly  skilled  in  engineering  and  elec- 
tronics, as  yet  have  been  licensed  to  manufacture  for  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces  only.

A  ray  of  light  shone  on  the  clouded  sports  scene  today  rrith 
the  statement  by  John  J.  Schoraraer,  assistant  on  occupational  deferments  to  the 
state  selective  service  director,  that  in  the  nev;  draft  and  aanpor.rer  rulings  he 
could  see  no  threat  to  collegiate  athletics  nor  to  pro  football. 

Schoramer,  director  of  athletics  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  one  of  Chicago's  all-tine  athletic  greats,  and  a  Big  Tan  football 
official  until  a  few  years  ago  when  he  changed  over  to  calling  them  for  the  pros, 
said  that  he  couldn't  believe  new  rulings  vrould  ever  be  interpreted  to  compel 
4--F' s  and  1-AL's  to  quit  college  and  go  to  vrork  in  war  plants. 

"Collegiate  athletics  today."  he  said,  "depend  on  four  main 
groups: 

"First  there  arc  the  boys  under  eighteen  whom  the  new  ruling  does  not 
affect. 

"Second  are  the  4--F's,  whom  the  army  does  not  v,'ant  and  rfhom  it  would 
be  foolish  to  remove  from  school.  There  thej-  arfe  getting  an  education  which 
could  immeassurabljr  increase  their  value  to  the  war  efforet. 

"Third  are  l-ZiL's,  men  ;?hoa  the  army  also  doesn't  -want  as  they  again 
do  not  quite  reach  the  physical  standards  required. 

"Fourth  are  the  men  over  26  who  have  been  left  in  college  by  their 
draft  boards  after  the  array  ask^d  for  f  ev;er  inductioii-;S  in  the  upper  ago  bracket'' . 
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This  leaves  collegiate  athleticn  in  pretty  much  thx-5  status 
quo,  Schonmer  believes.  He  added  that  for  a  different  reason  the  sane  vrould  hold 
true  for  pro  football. 

"Many  of  the  pro  football  r.icn",  Schommer  se-id,  "are  contri- 
buting their  share  to  the  irar  effort".   They  are  4--F's  and  l-.yi,'s,  as  v/ell  as, 
men  in  the  upper  age  brackets.  Some  are  physicians,  dontists,  engineers,  and 
many  others  are  working  in  defense  plants. 

He  asked,  "If  they  can  get  an  extra  four  or  five  thousand  a 
year  for  v;orking  Sunday  afternoons,  can  ycu  blarne  them?"

CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  Two  nev/  courses  having  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  operation  of  the  war  will  be  offered  by  the  electrical  department  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology's  war  training  program  in  the  term  opening  January  22.

Such  plans  are  lilcel;^  to  lead  to  difficulties,  he  said, 
because  management  may  be  unable  to  foresee  possible  output  changes  under  the 
plan  and  may  thus  commit  itself  to  promises  v/hich  it  r/ould  be  difficult  to  keep 
should  production  rise  substantially. 

Under  pressure  of  v;artime  conditions,  there  has  been  a  demand 
for  wage  pajanent  plans  v/hich  could  be  placed  in  operation  over  night,  the  speaker 
pointed  out.   The  establislment  of  plans  vdthout  accurate  study  of  standards 
causes  much  confusion  later,  he  said. 

The  old-fashj.oned  plans  of  p:.ying  tj^  piece  rate  or  of  giving 
a  straight  bonus  for  a  worker's  savings  to  the  company  are  most  stable  and  most 
satisfactoi-y  in  the  long  run  for  both  rrorkers  and  management,  according  to  iir.

"I'd  like  to  see  this  war  end  next  week,  but  I'm  tiiking 
bets  that  we'll  fight  the  Japs  for  the  next  five  yef.rs",  said  John  E.  Hughes, 
correspondent  and  news  commentator,  in  a  talk  yesterday  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

In  answer  to  the  statistics  that  show  the  Japs  cannot 
produce  supplies  to  last  for  five  more  years  of  'fighting  he  pointed  out  that 
v;e  cannot  evaluate  their  resources  by  our  standards* 

"We  Americans  would  rather  waste  100  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion than  100  men",  he  said, "The  Japs  reverse  the  theory." 

Recently  returned  from  the  battle  on  Leyte  with  the  24.th 
division,  Hughes  hs,d  eji  opportunity  to  observe  both  the  Japanese  and  the 
Filipino  people.   "It's  strange",  he  said,  "how  l   Jap  in  a  tight  spot  will  kill 
himself  rather  than  fight  back  or  surrender." 

"That'  s  part  of  the  psycbolcgy  with  virhich  he  has  been 
indoctrinated.  Conduct  for  ¥/c.r  prisoners  is  not  part  of  the  Japanese  military 
code.  Vifhen  a  Jap  is  taken  prisoner  he  is  terroi^ized.  by  the  fear  of  torture. 
Then  he  becomes  numb  vdth  the  realization  that  he  has  disgraced  his  family  and 
failed  his  emporer.  After  two  or  three  d£-ys  of  good  food  he  talks  freely  and 

-  m  0  r  e  - 
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gives  information  that  reveals  he  has  never  been  trained  to  be  a  prisoner  of  the 

enemy" . 

Consequently,  rather  than  risk  surrender  a  Jap  annihil- 
ates himself,  Hughes  said.  He  told  of  an  incident  on  Leyte: 

"There  were  six  of  us,  all  correspondents,  who  decided 
to  investigate  a  small  shack  in  the  hills.  There  was  an  explosion  as  we  appro- 
ached. When  we  got  there  we  found  the  remains  of  two  Jap  soldiers.  7ife  had  been 
in  the  open  and  they  were  londer  cover,  but  since  they  were  isolated  from  their 
troops,  the  fear  of  being  taken  prisoner,  kept  them  from  firing." 

In  contrast  to  the  Japanese  spirit  was  his  description 
of  the  Filipinos.  He  told  of  their  loyalty  to  damocrscy  and  to  the  United 
States. 

"When  the  American  soldiers  arrived  on  Leytc,  there 
wj'jsn't  a  house  in  the  tovms  that  did  not  fly  an  American  flag.  Those  flags  had 
been  burled  for  2|-  years,  while  the  people  were  subjected  to  occupation  by  tlie 
Japs.  Education  had  gone  on  underground  and  the  guerillas  had  never  stopped 
fighting.  The  tovmspeople  pretended  collaboration  with  the  Japs  to  gain  infor- 
|.  mation  for  those  fighting  in  the  hills. 

"The  Filipinos  are  v;hat  people  said  could  never  be,  a 
blending  of  oriental  and  occidental  cultures,  and  the  Filipinos  may  well  be 
proud  of  both  cultures",  Hughes  concluded.

TVhy  cakes  sometines  fail  to  rise  as  they  should,  carrots  tura  pale 
during  boiling,  and  frostings  don't  get  hard  vvill  soon  be  mysteries  no  longer  to 
a  group  of  young  women  students  on  the  west  side  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Beginning  March  5,  they  will  start  an  advanced  course  in  experiment- 
al cooking  under  Dr.  Evalyn  Brinkman  that  will  teach  them  to  substitute  science 
for  the  trial-and-error  methods  that  often  have  such  sad  results  in  the  home 
kitchen. 

Offered  for  the  first  time  t^^  Illinois  Tech's  home  economics  depart- 
ment, the  course  is  open  to  junior  and  senior  students  majoring  in  the  field. 
VJhile  it  is  cf  particular  interest  to  students  planning  to  go  into  the  field  of 
experimental  foods,  the  study  is  of  practical  value  to  any  one  virho  cooks,  for 
she  will  learn  the  underlying  reasons  v?hy  some  things  turn  out  well  and  others 
don't. 

The  girls  will  conduct  experim.ents  in  the  chemical  laboratory  to 
find  out  how  the  chemical  constituents  of  various  foods  behave.  On  the  basis  of 
her  experiments,  each  girl  will  come  to  her  ovni  decision  as  to  proper  cooking 
methods.  Then  she  '.vill  have  a  chance  to  try  out  her  conclusions  by  cooking  a 
small  amount  of  the  food  in  question.  If  she  Vsishes,  she  can  be  her  o\7n  guinea 
pig  and  use  a  taste  test  on  hei-self .

Marines  in  the  Phillipines  and  doughboys  on  the  vrestem 
front  may  soon  be  able  to  quench  their  thirst  v,-ith  the  sane,  pure  drinking  water 
that  is  available  to  civilians  at  hone  due  to  a  unique  dovelopment  by  the  Anriour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tocl-mology  in  collaboration  v.dth 
Hawley  Products  company  of  St.  Charles,  Illinois. 

Tile  problem  of  supplying  good  V7ater  to  advance  units  in  the 
armed  services  has  been  difficult  as  they  ir.ust  rely  on  local  v-rater  siapplies  v;hich 
in  many  cases  are  dirty  and  contain  harmful  bacteria.  Chemical  treatment  of  this 
water  often  leaves  an  unpalatable  taste. 

Tlie  latest  development  in  the  purification  of  such  water 
both  removes  the  dirt  and  bacteria  and  renders  the  water  tasteless  and  odorless 
through  the  use  of  a  novel  canteen  filter.  The  filter  device,  only  .125  of  an  inch 
in  thickness,  may  be  removed  and  changed  as  necessary. 

In  operation,  the  canteen  is  filled  vdth  water,  clorinating 
pellets  are  dropped  in  to  destroy  harmful  bacteria,  and  the  filter  is  replaced. 
In  subsequently  using  the  canteen,  the  v/ater  passes  through  the  filter,  v/hich  is 
composed  of  activated  carbon  surrounded  by  a  layer  of  fibi'ous  felt.  The  solid 
foreign  matter  is  removed  hj   the  felt,  v.'hile  at  the  same  time  the  activated  carbon 
renders  the  v;ater  tasteless  and  odorless.

A  single  filter  pad  of  this  t^pe  v/ill  purify  approid-mately 
two  and  one-hclf  gallons  of  water  containing  20  parts  per  millicii  of  chlorine.  A 
further  improvement  in  the  bleeder  valve  assures  an  unusually  high  and  steady  rate 
of  flow,  enabling  a  full  canteen  to  be  emptied  in  appi^oxiinately  one  rainute.

CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  Stock  in  the  Illinois  Tech  basketball  squad, 
which  iTill  play  its  opening  gaiae  in  the  St.  Sabina  A.A.U.  Invitational  basketball 
tournament  to-night  iigainst  the  Danly  F.Iachines  of  Cicoro,  took  a  decided  drop  to- 
day vfhexi   it  vras  learned  that  Ci^pt.  Tom  Kilgariff  v,dll  be  unable  to  play. 

Kilgarifi",  who  this  season  sparked  the  Techav;ks  to  a  record 
of  17  games  won,  has  submitted  to  a  minor  operation.  This  brings  to  four  the 
number  of  varsity  men  who  will  be  unable  to  compete  in  this  tourney  due  to  sick- 
ness, ineligibility  or  graduation. 

Together  with  Lane  Tech,  the  Techav/ks  are  going  into  the 
tournament  as  co-favorites.  Coach  "Sonny"  'ileissman  has  taken  over  the  squad  this 
week,  due  to  tlie  departure  of  Coach  M  Vfegner  vfho  left  Illinois  Tech  at  the  end 
of  last  semester.

AX  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  largest  engineering  school  in  the 
nation,  athletics  have  always  played  a  definite  second- fiddle  to  studies.     Unlike  many 
"scholastic"  institutions  where  sports  are  the  major  activity,   at  IIT  they  are  necessar- 
ily subordinated  to  the  curriculum  of  the  2500  future  engineers  who  are  normally  enrolled 
In  the  Institute, 

Despite  this  fact,  athletics  are  the  number  one  extra-curricular  item  on 
the  Techawk  schedule  and  Uie  turnout  for  all  sports  is  remarkable  considering  the  unusu- 
ally heavy  load  of  classes  that  is  carried  by  the  average  student. 

Aside  from  members  of  the  Saval  V-12  unit  at  IIT,  candidates  for  all  squads 
fflust  now  come  from  boys  under  eighteen  years  of  age  and  those  over  eighteen  who  are 
physically  unfit  for  the  arraed  forces.     Civilian  enrollment  has,  of  course,  fallen 
greatly  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

In  view  of  its  Simon-pure  policy,  Illinois  Tech's  athletic  department  is 
an  exceptionally  well-organized,   smooth-nmning  group.     It  is  headed  by  Athletic  Direc- 
tor John  J.  Schonuner,  former  athletic  great  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  who  is  both 
tradition  and  friend  to  co-workers  and  students.     "Uncle  John"  has  been  connected  with 
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FIRST  ADD  SPORTS 

the  Institute  since  beginning  gradu&te  work  there  In  1910. 

Assisting  him  is  his  assistant  director  of  athletics,  Bernard  "Sonny" 
Weissman,  who  coaches  baseball,  boxing  snd  wrestling  in  addition  to  the  other  detail- 
ed work  that  oust  bs  handled.  The  coacbdng  staff  is  composed  of  faculty  members  who 
ere  willing  to  take  time  from  their  full-time  teaching  schedules  to  lead  the  various 
squads  through  intercollegiate  and  service  schedules. 
rTK*  The  Illinois  Tech  progras  is  unusually  complete,  including  participation 

in  varsity  programs  of  basketball,  baseball,  track,  hockey,  boxing,  weestling,  swimming,   / 
indoor  treck,  outdoor  track,  tennis,  golf  and  rifle  mark snian ship. 

Due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students  and  the  williDgnaas  of  the  faculty 
and  administration  to  co-operate  in  furthering  the  sports  program,  Illinois  Tech  testis 
have  hung  up  soae  outstanding  redords.  Ovarcoming  the  handicaps  of  &  decidedly  limited 
amount  of  time  for  practice  and  a  comperativaly  slia  athletic  budget,  Techawk  c.tHletics 
have  made  a  name  for  themaslves  in  nearly  all  athletic  coKpetition. 

Basketball  is  probably  the  most  important  sport  et  Illinois  Tech.  This 
season,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ed  Wagner,  Coach,  who  formerly  captained  the  Techawk 
five  while  a  student  at  the  Institute,  the  team  set  a  now  record  of  17  victories,  winning 
the  last  13  in  a  row.  In  setting  a  season  average  of  .775,  the  team's  only  unavenged 
losses  were  to  DePaul,  one  of  the  nation's  outstanding  quintets. 

TRiie  week  the  teaa  carried  on  into  the  St,  SaMna  A.A.tl.  Invitational 
tournament,  under  the  direction  of  Weissman,  who  took  over  Coach  Wagner's  duties  when 
the  latter  departed  at  tiie  and  of  last  semester.  The  squad,  composed  almost  witirely  of 
Kaval  V-12  trainees,  proved  itself  one  of  the  finest  in  Techawk  history  and  deserving 
of  evwi  greater  recognition  in  that  they  had  so  little  practice  time  available.

The  track  team,  now  working  out  under  Coach  Roy  B.  McCauley,  an  instruc- 
tor in  metallurgy  and  a  graduate  student  hisself ,  will  enter  its.  flVst  raajor  meet  next 
Saturday  when  it  competes  in  the  North  Central  Relays,     A  dual  meet  with  North  Central 
last  week  served  as  a  wano-up  for  this  event. 

In  the  absence  of  an  urgently  needed  fieldbouse  of  its  own,  the  cinder 
squad  holds  its  workouts  at  the  University  of  CViicago   fieldhouae.     With  a  nTunber  of 
veterans  frcm  last  year's  team,  which  recorded  Illinois  Tech's  first  victory  in  a 
quadrangular  meet  in  a  decade  and  finished  second  in  the  Central  A.A.tT,  meet,  the  out- 
look for  the  season  is  promising. 

An  annual  pre-war  feature  on  Eid-^veet  track  schedxjleE  i^ere  the  Illinois 
Tech  Relays,  one  of  the  moat  outelxnding  invitational  laeets  in  the  nstlon.     In  the  19-43 
Rel&yo,  tbo  fifteenth  running,  thirtjj'-six  tniivornit5.ee  and  colleges  competed  for  ti-ie 
various  titles.  _  Althou^  the  cieet  i3  s-  nijr  CHCiialty,   plans  are  alreadj'  set  up  for 
reviving  the  affair  on  its  previous  scale  as  soon  ee  conditions  permit. 

The  entire  spring  sports  schedule,  which  nd-ll  get  under  way  as  soon  as 
nilder  weatiier  arrives,  will  be  unusuiJL  in  itc  completeness.     Bb-v^ebell,   golf,  tcsnnis  and 
outdoor  track  squeds  «dil  compete  siirultanecusly  against  other  college  and  service  teams. 

Baseball  has  traditionally  been  one  of  the  most  important  activities  es 
far  es  student  interest  is  concerned.     Last  soeson's  aggregation  wound  up  with  a  season 
record  of  eight  wins,  five  losses  and  two  ties  against  soise  of  the  best  competition  in 
the  area. 

Tennis  and  |pt>!KI(«l#fc»ans,  nonnally  in  the  roinor  sports  c&tegory,  may  prove 
unusually  strong  due  to  the  return  of  a  namber  of  men  from  last  year's  groups  es  well  as 
several  outstanding  newcomers.     Pull  schedules  will  be  provided  for  both  these  teams.

Boxing  and  wrestling  also  receive  a  good  deal  of  support  from  students, 
and  turnouts  are  always  large.     Coach  Weiosman,  a  well-known  official  in  his  own  right, 
handles  both  of  these  sports.     The  wrestling  teaia,  having  coapleted  its  regular  season 
with  a  record  of  two  wins  against  three  losses,  will  enter  the  A.A.U.  wrestling  neet 
the  first  of  next  month.

This  season's  rifle  squad  piled  up  s  record-breaking  total  of  ei^teen 
victories  to  establish  one  of  the  finest  records  »ver  recorded  by  an  Illinois  Tech  team, 
A  aixteen-man  hockey  squad  was  organized  this  winter  but  did  not  enter  competition. 

One  of  the  most  popular  prograas  is  the  intramural   schedxile,  which  incJ-udes 
such  sports  as  basketball,  bowling,  ping-pong,  golf,  tennis,  boxing,  wrestling,  track, 
swimming  and  baseball.     Approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  mea.  enrolled  in  day  school 
entered  into  this  program  during  the  past  year.     Regular  schedules  and  tournaments  are 
held  in  each  of  these  activities,  providing  en  opportunity  for  all  students  to  pertici- 
pate. 

In  addition,  the  physical  education  classes  during  the  psst  year  have  taken 
in  523  nien,  not  including  the  regular  compulsory  navy  classes  which  number  about  525 
participants.     Thus  the  present  total  enrollment  in  physical  training  and  athletic 
activities,  excluding  the  navy  conditioning  program,  is  at  present  11^.     This  is  well 
below  the  normal,  peace-time  average  of  approximately  1300.

John  Schommer,  who  has  built  the  athletic  structure  at  Illinois  Tech  up  to 
its  present  status  during  the  last  30  odd  years,  summariaes  the  situation  at  the  Insti- 
tute as  follows. 

"Athletics  at  Illinois  Tech  have  always  been  fostered  from  two  standpoints, 
one  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  entire  student  body  and,  secondly,  for  those  whose 
physiwie  and  ability  are  sufficiently  good  to  develop  for  outside  intercollegiate  coaipe- 
tition.

CHICAGO^  ILL.  -  Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  today  announced  an  initial  grant  of  $15,000  frora  the 
Ohrjxte  Manufacturing  company  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  laboratory  for 
the  precision  measureraent  of  electrical  and  magnetic  quantities. 

The  gift,  came  through  David  T.  Siegel,  president  of  Objnite 
Manufacturing  company  and  a  trustee  of  Illinois  Tech.  It  represents  the  initial 
contribution  for  equipping  v/hat  T/ill  be  knoT/n  as  the  Ohmite  Laboratory  for  Precisiion 
Measurements.  It  vjill  be  constantly  expanded  as  nevf  equipment  becomes  available. 

Tac   laboratory' s  ultimate  goal  is  to  provide  precision  elec- 
trical measurements  for  the  Chicago  area  approaching  in  accuracy  those  of  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Working  through  the  Armour  Research  Foundation,  industries  in 
the  vicinity  will  have  an  opportunity  to  use  the  laboratory'' s  facilities.  This  vd.ll 
be  the  first  such  laboratory  in  the  Chicago  area  to  make  its  services  available  to 
industry.  As  such,  the  establishment  of  this  laboratory  is  a  definite  contribution 
to  the  scientific  and  research  facilities  of  the  area. 

In  addition,  the  laboratory  represents  an  important  addition 
to  Illinois  Tech's  electrical  engineering  equipment,  by  means  of  which  graduate 
students  can  be  trained  in  precision  electrical  measurements.  It  will  further  pro- 
■/ide  standards  for  research  work  carried  on  at  the  E'oundation, 
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The  laboratory  itself  tiill  be  located  at  the  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Techiiology  and  vdll  be  developed  under  the  di- 
rection of  Prof.  £.  H.  Schulz,  supervisor  of  electrical  engineering  laboratories, 
and  L,  W,  Matsch,  supervisor  of  electrical  engineering  in  the  i^rmour  Research  Found- 
ation, Also  on  the  committee  supervising  the  laboratory's  construction  are  Dr.  H.  A. 
Leedy,  Dr.  W.  A.  Lewis,  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Poulter,  Raymond  S.  Zenner  and  Dr.  James  S. 
Thompson. 

Space  has  already  been  reserved  for  the  laboratory  in  the 
engineering  bjilding  of  the  Research  Foundation  and  equipment  v;ill  be  placed  in 
operation  as  soon  3.s  it  can  be  obtained  under  present  vrartime  conditions.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  basic  elements  v;ill  be  operating  within  six  months,  although  some  of 
the  needed  equipment  cannot  be  obtained  uxitil  after  the  war. 

felr.  Siegel,  in  presenting  the  gift,  stated  the  purpose  of  the 
laboratory  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  facilities  for  studying  the  fundamental 
measurement  of  resistance,  inductance,  capacitance, 
current,  voltage,  power,  power  factor,  pex-nieability, 
etc.,  — basic  quantities  of  electric  and  magnetic 
circuits  and  fields. 

2.  To  provide  calibration  facilities  for  instruments 
and  meters  used  in  research  and  industry""  by  affili- 
ated organisations  ■  at  Technology  Center  and  try  in- 
dustries of  the  Chicago  area. 

3.  To  stimulate  advanced  training  of  the  electrical 
engineering  students  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  in  the  important  field  of  precision 
measurements. 
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In  further  commenting  on  the  value  of  the  laboratory.  Dr. 
Jesse  E.  Hobson,  director  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation,  said,  "In  all  electric- 
al work  careful  measurement  of  the  quantities  used  is  essential.  The  Fareau  of 
Standards  in  Washington  maintains  the  most  accurate  standards.  For  convenience, 
however,  it  is  highly  desirable  to  have  throughout  the  countrj"-  intermediate  stand- 
ards aliaost  as  accurate  as  those  in  Washington  and  more  precise  than  the  usual  com- 
mercial measurements.  Our  function  here  is  to  provide  one  of  those  intermediate 
stations." 

Power  companies,  manufacturers  of  various  kinds  of  electrical 
equipm.ent,  and  colleges  are  among  the  organizations  which  will  immediately  benefit 
from  the  project.

Hunters  and  fishermen  of  the  post-war  era  vdll  be  spared  at 
least  one  of  their  most  perplexing  problems — that  of  obtaining  pure,  clean,  pe.lat- 
aljLe  drinlving  water  while  far  afield  from  the  nearest  drinking  fountain — due  to  a 
recent  development  by  the  Anaour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Te'ch~ 
nology  in  collaboration  v;ith  Ka.v;ley  Products  coitipany  of  St.  Charles,  Illinois. 

As  every  sportsman  knows,  the  prospect  of  packing  an  adequate 
water  supply  in  addition  to  other  needed  food  and  equipment  is  a  dampicner  on  any 
outing.  And  in  this  day  and  age  it  is  more  often  than  not  actiaally  dangerous  to 
rely  on  local  water  supplies  which  may  be  dirty  and  contain  harmful  bacteris. 
^  This  latest  development  in  the  purification  of  such  water 

both  removes  the  dirt  and  bacteria  and  renders  the  i,'mter  odorless  and  tasteless 
through  the  use  of  a  novel  canteen  filter.  The  filter  device,  only  .125  of  an  inch 
in  thickness,  may  be  removed  and  cha,nged  as  necessary. 

In  operation,  the  canteen  is  filled  with  water,  chlorinating 
pellets  are  dropped  in  to  destroy  the  harmful  bacteris,  and  the  filter  is  replaced. 
In  subsequently  using  the  canteen,  the  water  passes  through  the  filter,  v:hich  is 
composed  of  activated  carbon  surrounded  by  a  layer  of  fibrous  felt.  The  solid 
foreig-n  matter  is  removed  by  the  felt,  vrhile  at  the  same  time  the  activated  carbon 
renders  the  water  odorless  and  tasteless. 
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A  single  filter  pad  of  tliis  type  v/ill  purify  approximately 

two  and  one-half  gallons  of  T;ater  containing  tv^enty  parts  per  million  of  chlorine. 

A  further  imrjrovemont  in  the  bleeder  valve  insures  an  unusually  high  and  steady 

rate  of  flow. 
K  This  device  has  been  developed  primarily  for  the  use  of  tlie 

arned  forces  which,  especially  in  tlrie  case  of  advance  units,  ai'O  often  forced  to 

rely  on  drinking  water  from  strcrons,  lakes  and  questionable  local  V7ater  supplies. 

With  the  use  of  one  of  these  canteens,  a  palatable  and  so.ni- 

tary  supply  of  H„0  is  guaranteed  the  individual,  enabling  him  to  quench  his  thirst 

without  qualms  or  fear  of  after-effects.

A  corrosion  research  laboratory,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Hugh  McDonald  has  been  established  at  Illinois  Institute  ofTechnology. 

The  skortage  of  materials  and  the  difficulty  of  replacements 
have  made  it  evident  that  the  wastage  of  motals  duo  to  corrosion  is  an  important 
economic  and  engineering  problem.  Dr.  McDonald  states,  "Approximately  two  per  ceni 
of  the  total  weight  of  iron  and  steel  in  tho  United  States  is  wasted  duo  to  corro- 
sion and  must  lie  replaced  annually.  The  monetary  loss  throughout  the  world  duo 
to  corrosion  exceeds  two  billion  dollars," 

The  purposesof  tho  laboratory  are  to  conduct  a  basic,  long- 
range  research  program  on  the  fundamental  theory  of  the  mechanism  of  corrosion 
processes  and  control,  and  to  serve  as  a  center  for  graduate  instruction  in  the 
science  and  engineering  of  corrosion. 

Until  the  founding  of  this  laboratory  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  in  the  United  States  there  was  no  combined  educational  and  research 
center  exclusively  devoted  to  the  many  phases  of  corrosion,  "The  fundamental 
research  that  a  center  such  as  thii  carries  on,"  says  Dr,  McDonald,  "augments  the 
work  done  in  largo  manufacturing  companies  by  scientists  who  study  their  specific 
corrosion  problems," 

The  laboratory  Accepts  sponsored  research  projects  from  indus-

In  order  to  clarify  the  licensing  polic5''  xvith  respect  to   the 
Llagnetic  V/ire  Sound  Recorder  developed  by  Illinois   Tech's   Armoxir  Research  Founda- 
tion,   the   following  statement  was  issued  today  by  Iju.ciu.s  A.   Crowell,  pre  a.  dent 
of  the  T/ire  Recorder  Development  Corporation  which  is  handling  the  wire  recorder 
licensing  program. 

"it  is   our   settled  policy  to  license  the  maaifacturor  of  the 
completed  machine,  vvrhether  it  be  a  radio  receiver-v^dre  recorder  combination  or 
merely  a  wire  recorder, 

"The  licensee,  ho-vrever,  has  the  privilege   of  subcontracting 
i   the  manufacture   of  any  of  the  parts   of  the  wire  recorder  which  ho  does   not  wish 
to  make  himself,    and  he  m.ay  have  these  made  either  by  a  licensee   or  by  a  non- 
licensee, 

"Hov/ever,   if  a  licensee  v/ishes  to  subcontract  any  component 
parts   of  the   recorder,  we   believe  he  virill  naturally  prefer  to  have  these  parts 
made  by  a  concern  liceneod  by  us   and  thus  have  the  benefit  of  its  exprienoe   and 
engineering  developments   in  wire  recording  plus   the  Foundation's   continuing  ser- 
vice rosoorch  and  development  in  the  fundomentals   of  v/iro  recording," 

This   statement  was  made   in  ansv/or  to  many  questions  v/hich 
have   arisen  of  late  respecting  the  corporation's    licensing  pi'ogram. 

Of  the   seventeen  e  ouipanies  vrhich  have  already  been  licensed 
-  m  o  r  e  - 
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by  the  Y.'ire  Recorder  Development  Corporation,   nine  are   licensed  to  make  home 
radio  receiver   sots.      Two   ncvj-  licensees,   Sonora  Radio  and  Television  corporation 
and  Vi^obster  Chicago  corporation,  have  been  announced. 

The  Vfire  Recorder  Development  Corporation,  v.'-hich  was 
activated   on  April   1,   has  been  designated  by  the  Armour  Research   Foundation  of 
Illinois   Institute   of  Technology  to  take   over   all  business   and  commercial  activi- 
ties related  to  licensing.     The  Foundation  is  a  non-profit  organization  devoted 
to  reseai'ch  8?nd  development  work,   and  in  order  to  divest  itself  of  all  comrnorcial 
activities   -Jid  devote   itself  exclusively  to  research,   it  has   organized  the   corp- 
oration as   a  iYholly  ovmcd  subsidiary. 

The  Foundation  is  dGtcrminod  to  protect  its  patent  posi- 
tion and  has   already  served  notice   of  infririf,oment   on  one  mamaf acturer.

CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  Dr.  Henty  T.  Heald^  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  smd  adviser  for  Region  14,  Engineering  Science 
and  Management  War  Training,  announced  today  that  all  £SI'<IWT  courses  in  this  region 
would  terminate  on  June  30.

Of  this  total,  1,591  attend  classes  in  the  eight  major  de- 
partments on  the  south  campus,  located  at  33rd  and  Federal  streets.  The  remaining 
591  students  are  registered  at  Illinois  Tech's  west  campus,  1951  West  Madison  street, 

A  nav3.1  V-12  unit  of  431  men  makes  up  a  considerable  part  of 
the  regular  daytime  enrollment  of  928  on  the  south  campus.  In  addition,  there  are 
663  men  and  women  taking  evening  classes. 

Mechanical  engineering  is  tlie  largest  single  department  v/ith 
378  day  students.  Electrical  engineering  vdth  224-  and  chemical  engineering  with  141 
are  next  in  line,  folloxred  by  civil  engineering,  science,  architecture, i industrial 
engineering,  and  fire  prevention  engineering  in  that  order. 

On  the  west  campus,  l6l  students  are  enrolled  in  day  classes 
with  430  registered  as  evening  students.  All  those  attending  on  the  west  campus  are 
civilian  students,  largely  from  the  Chicago  area.
